The underlying cause of the siege of 
muddy water, several weeks ago, lay in 
the fact that two 30-inch mains from 
the reservoir to the city were taking 
water from the reservoir, while only 
one from the river to the reservoir was 
taking it to the reservoir. Naturally, the 
water in the reservoir kept sinking, 
until soon it was lower than the coagu- 
lating basin, and the water had to be 
sent directly through the filters. The 
coagulating basin is an essential com- 
ponent of the filtration system, an, 
upon abandoning it, the water became 
muddy. 

Now that a 36-inch main and a W- 
inch main are taking water to the reser- 
voir, while two 30-inch mains are bring- 
ing it away, the danger of another 
siege of muddy water has passed for 
several years at least. 

The connecting of the old and the 
new mains is only a temporary expe- 
dient. The water board and the spe- 
cial committee have been authorized by 
council to advertise for wds for pipe
